of pure gold m a gold dollar was filed 
at 21 75 grams 
By the same act the 


amount of pure silver in a silter dollar 
was fixed at 375 25 grains 


The amount of silver m a mlvor dollar 


has never been changed 
That of gold 


in a gold dollar was reduced m 1834 to 
23 22 grams, or by about 6 p»r cent 
The gold dollar of to-day is therefore a 
"clipped dollar," and is worth only 94 
cents according to the nld stand nd 


Again, up to 1873, the gold dollar 


thus clipped and woith in silver only 
from 94 to 98 cents, was paid out to 
holders of Uni'cd Status bondt at par, 
because it was cheaper than the silver 
dollar 
The contract culled for coin 


and the Government wisely sekcted the 
cheaper com . 


Now that the silver dollar has m tain 


become cheaper than the gold dollar, we 
are told that unless w» pay the bond- 
holders in tbe dearer coin, w« are rob- 
bing thfUi 
If thH be so, we must be 


in debt to the amount of about five dol- 
lars oil every huudrwl of the clipped 
gold do'lars pu'd to bondholders at par
